Because  of  its  extreme 
hardness,  nickel  coins  or  Patterns  were 
rarely  fully  struck-up  by  the  mint.  And, 
the  larger  the  dies,  the  more  difficult  it 
became  to  impart  proper  detail  to  the 
planchets.  This  is  shown  by  the  progressively 
weaker  strikes  of  most  gold  die  trials  in 
nickel  as  their  denomination  increases. 
However,  special  attention  was  obviously 
paid  by  the  mintmaster  to  this  piece,  as  it 
is  equal  to  the  strike  of  any  gold  Proof 
Double  Eagle!  In  our  opinion,  this  is  the 
most  beautiful  nickel  piece  (Pattern  or 
regular  issue)  ever  produced  by  the  U.  S.

Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated  (60+) 

A  Commemorative  issue  which  has  seen  no  circulation  and 
has  full  luster.  The  coin  will  be  completely  as  struck.  The  coin 
may  have  bagmarks  which  were  acquired  through  normal 
handling  through  the  years.  Commemoratives  in  this  grade 
are  of  better  than  average  quality  uncirculated  specimens. 


Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated  (65) 

This  is  an  uncirculated  coin  which  has  a  strong  strike  for  the 
issue  and  a  minimum  number  of  bagmarks.  These  coins  will 
have  full  brilliance,  but  may  be  naturally  toned. 
Commemoratives  are  seldom  found  any  better  than  this.  In 
short,  coins  which  meet  this  grade  are  the  finest  quality 
available  on  the  market.
